HOW MUCH OF YOUR SOIL DID 
YOU SELL IN THE ORANGE CROP? 


Do you know how much of the 
three principal plant food* you ahipp d 
in your orange crop thi* year. The 
knowledge is important for an'Intel 
liv’ent application of fertilizers. S. S. 
NSalkcr associate chemist to the Uni 
xersity of Florida Experiment Sta¬ 
tion, throws some light on th- amount 
©f plant food removed by a crop of 
Oranges in the follow tog statement: 

. "The Florida Grower of May f», 
lpi6, reports the total movement of 
• ranges up to that ds'e as >7.5^0 car 
loads. This is equivalent t«-» approx¬ 
imately 6,335,000 boxes, or about 458* 
400 tons < f frnit. Eighty-five per 
cent i f this, or 415.390 tons consists 
of water, which cost fhe Honda fruit 
growers nothing, but there are also 
nsideraMc amounts «*f plan: food 
shipped out (•< the state in the orange 
crop. •• 

'According to analyses made l>y 
the Chemistry Department of the Ex¬ 
periment Station, the Florida orange 
contains on -*n ^xerace 0.143 per cent , 


ammonia, 0054 per cent phosphoric 
acid, and o.j 03 per cent potash. Fig¬ 
uring the totals for the entire crop, it 
is found that the last season's oranges 
have carried with them plant food 
equivalent to the following amounts 
of commercial fertilizers 1,449 tons o 1 
-5 per cent sulphate of ammonia; 855 
tons i 16 per cent acid phosphate; 
and 1.51$ t ms of 49 per cent sulphate 
td potash. 

"Any grower who wishes to calcu- 
atc the amount of plant food removed 
by Ills crop may do so by rhe follow- 
fn„* Each too b xcs removes the equi¬ 
valent of 46 pounds vt 45 per cent 
sulpha*r id ammonia*. -6.5 pounds of 
16 per «cnt acid phosphate; 47*8 lb*, 
of 49 per cent sulphate of potash/ 

Grower* should take ladtouu: ol 
these figures when they are fertilix- 
ng their groves. These figures ap¬ 
ply, however, only lo the fruit and do 
no; take account of the food which 
should be applied for new growth and 
some which necessarily is lost thru 
teaching.—Agricultural News Service

Spray Controls 

Melon Aphis 

The plant louse or melon a plus, 
which is incorrectly called the Hes¬ 
sian ily sometimes in Florida, is 
causing trouble in many *cctions of 
tlic state. It it small and in the ear¬ 
ly stages of the outbreak usually *«• 
cape* notice.by the average ;»cT*on, 
according to J. R. Watson, entomolo¬ 
gist »<* the University of Florida Ex¬ 
periment Station. It hat sucking 
mouth pails and the damage it doe* 
is not apparent until the leaves of the 
t lam begin to wilt and die. 

It attacks a number of plant*, 
ainonp which are cucumbers, canta¬ 
loupes. square*. waternicdoud £»»' l 
othrr members of the melon family. 
It is frequently found on Citton, cit¬ 
rus and o her plants. Four methods 
are recommended for control —spray¬ 
ing, fumigation, dusting and titan 
culture. 

Spraying it probably the most sat¬ 
isfactory. A soap and tobacco de¬ 
coction ia the best preparation. Grow¬ 
er* will probably find it iiptc con¬ 
venient to buy the tobacco extract 
ready made. There are many prep¬ 
arations on the maiket, but they 
vary in strength.

Hard water will require more 
soap according In the degree of hard¬ 
ness Add nnc-fourth of a pint <>f 
Blackleaf-40 and boil five minutes. 
Dilute this stock solution to §0 gal¬ 
lons with water just before applica¬ 
tion. Apply Site spray to the under 
side of the leave*.—-Agricultural N'ew»

obtained from dried banana stalks, 
jirretof to considered valurl«»§. the 
f ii.r-,very wa« made by E. E. Law- 
ton of Leeds An analysis by Dr. A. 
J. Hanley, of the Leeds University, 
confirmed he «atcmcnt that 499 per 
eeui of the dried stalks were potash.
